SECRET SPECIALM§RATES. 


The United States Courts Investigating 
Some Sharp Methods. 


Cutcaco, November 25.—Judge Blodgett, 
in the United States district court this morn- 
ing, rendered a decision which closely affects 
the etliciency of the interstate commerce law 
for the punishment of persons and corporations 
found guilty of making secret special rates. 
The interstate commerce comm ssion, in re- 
sponse to complaints that rates from points 
west of Chicago have been manipulated in 
the interest of certain favored shippers, caused 
an inquiry into the matter to be made by the 
federal grand jury. Among the witnesses 
called was (Charles Counselman, a prominent 
dealer on the board of lrade. 

He was asked if he had not received rebates 
on consignments of grainover the principal 
railroad lines from the west, and, under advice 
from counsel, declined to answer on the ground 
that to do so would tend to criminate himself. 
He was cited to appear before Judge Blodgett 
and make answer why he should not be com- 
pelled to respond to the queries. The matter 
was argued yesterday and this morning Jndge 
Blodgett gave his decision, holding that Coun- 
seiman must answer. 

Inasmuch as there was no direct appeal 
from the ruling under the statutes, Mr. 
Counselnfan went once more before the federal 
grand jury and again refused to answer the 
questions, This fact was reported to Judge 

lodgett, who thereupon imposed a fine of 
$500,000 upon Mr. Counselman, and ordered 
him into the custody of the United states 
marshal until the fine should be paid. This 
developed an appealable case. The next move 
will for a writ of habeas corpus before 
Judge Gresham, and, upon refusal, an appeal 
will be taken tothe United supreme court, as 
the cage involves a constitutional question. 


A REMARKABLE CASE. 
A Widow's Right Disputed by a Young Man 
: From Abroad. 

Raveicu, N. C., November 25. [Spe- 
cial.l—A very remarkable case is before the 
United States circuit court here, In 1864 
Thomas H. Smith, captain of a blockade-run- 
ning steamer, married Miss Jane Watson at 
Wilmington, N. C. Recently he died, leaving 
her real estate there, worch $70,000. A few 
months ago George H. Smith, of Bolton, Eng- 
land, appeared as claimant, alleging that 
Thomas H. Smith was his father, having mar- 
ried his mother prior to the war, and that his 
mother was living at the time of Smith’s mar- 
riage to Miss Watson. Attorneys for both 
sides have been to England at work on the 
case. The defendant conterids that Thomas 
H. Smith was not the father of George H. 
Smith, and that if he were the latter was born 
out of wediock. Smith, the claimant, arrived 
here today accompanied by his wife. The case 
attracts much attention, as the defendant is 
well Known at Wilmington. 


PEACE REIGNS IN CHICAGO 


And the World’s Fair Management Will 
Proceed to Work. 


CuIcAGO, November 25.—At today’s meet- 
ing of the world Columbian commission, the 
report of the joint conference committee of 
the commission and loca) directory to settle the 
differences of the two bodies on the question 
of the relative rights and duties of the two 
bodies, was presented and adopted. As it was 
adopted by the local directory last night, it is 
now believed that all chance of friction be- 
tween the two bodies has been removed. It 
provides for a joint board of control, composed 
of - equal number of representatives from 
each. . .

THE PENSIONED VETERANS. 


North Carolina Paying Ex-Soldiers Disabled 
in Mer Service. 

RALEIGH, N. C., November 25.—[Special.]— 
The state board of peusions today apportioned 
=86,000 among ex-confederate pensioners in 
North Carolina. That amount, under act of 
the last legislature, was this year raised by 
taxation. The pensioners are soldiers who 
were disabled while in the service of the 
state, and widows of soldiers kiiled while in 
such service. There are four classes of 
pensioners, who receive from $71 to $17 
annually, according to class. There are only 
forty of the ist class and 3,560 of the fourth. 
The total number is 3,950. In one county the 
commissioners refused to levy or collect the 
pension tax, and by reason of this no pensions 
will be paid either soldiers or widows in that 
county.

Mr. Murphy 
charges thathe was defeated by his repub- 
lican competitor because of money thrown into 
his district by Stanford, who was working to 
secure a republican majority in the legislature 
that would elect him again to the United 
States senate.

COMING UP. 


PRESENCE OF TROOPS AWES THEM. 


Reports from the West Indicate a More 


Peaceable State of Affairs—An Indian 
Raid on a Commissary. 


VALENTINE, Neb., November 25.—Ration 
day passed off quietly at Rosebud yesterday. 
Very few, not over twenty, of Sitting Bull’s 
followers were in, which is accounted for by 
the fact that they have helped themselves to 
the government beef herd. There will proba- 
bly be no conflicts with the Indians unless the 
troops attempt to make arrests of the fanatics 
who are responsible for the theft of beef from 
the agency herds. 

The namber of troops is entirely inadeqate 
for anything except the defense of the agency 
against an attack, Four companies of the 
First Infantry are now on their way to reinforce 
Rosebud. This will make seven companies 
of infantry and two troops of the Ninth Cav, 
alry at that place. : 

This force is still too small for aggressive 
purposes. Without at least two regiments of 
cavalry it would be useless to try to force the 
Indians into subordination. The most econom- 
ical plan wouid be a starving process, by plac- 
ing the cattle herds beyond theig@®ach and ar- 
resting the leaders in detail ad they come for 
something to eat. 

THEY CAPTURED THE RATIONS. 

MINNEAPOLIS, November 25.—A Tribune 
special from Pierre, 8. D., says: Parties re- 
turning from Cheyenne agency today, where 
the Indians were given their monthly issue of 
rations, statethat everything appears to be 


quiet, and that about all the Indians receiving. 


rations there were present and very orderly, but 
with several companies of troops also 
present. At a hostile comp on Cherry 
creek, which is a subagency and run 
by Hump and Big Foot, the report stated that 
the Indians alk assembled yesterday, and when 
the cattle were driven out to be slaughtered 
and divided, miounted Indians swooped ‘down 
and captured thé entire herd and drove them 
to their village, one mile away, where an issue 
was made to suit themselves. 

One white man named Henry Aryell and a 
half-breed were in charge. When they saw 
the ugly disposition apparent they offered. no 
resistance and started for the Cheyenne agency 
to report. Captain Hearst, commander of the 
troops there, states that the hostiles have pro- 
cured large amounts of firearms and ammuni-~- 
tion and in fact are better armed than the 
troops. 

THE SITUATION IMPROVING. 

WASHINGTON, November25.—Acting Indian 
Commissioner Belt this morning received a 
telegram, dated last nicht, from Special Agent 
Cooper, at Pine Ridge, stating that loyal 
Indians are hurrying in for rations while the 
turbulent Indians are slow in coming to the 
agency. The presence of military is having @ 
salutary effect. Mr. Cooper says he has just 
sworn in additional police, making 100 in all, 

The only telegram received at the war de- 
partment today from the west, bearing upon 
the Indian situation was a request for an addi- 
tional supply of ammunition. The impression 
atthe departmentis that the situation has 
materially improved. 3 

At his own request General Miles has 
ordered to Wishington to consult with G 
Schofield. The fact that he made sucha re- 
queat is regarded as evidence that he sees 


nothing in the Indian situation for uneasiness. 


THE CASHIER GN THE STAND. 
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The Court Orders Him to Give Up the Safe 
Keys. 

CuicaGco, November 25.—In the jury room 
of Judge Prendergast’s court with 150 cred- 
itors of Prettyman’s bursted bank around him, 
Charles Johnson, cashier, admitted to- 
day, after a close cross-examination that 
there was but $1,000 in cash in the bank when 
he c.osed the vault on Saturday night. This 
occurred after some exciting scenes in Judge 
Prendergast’s court, where Levi Mayor, one of 
Johnson’s attorneys, openly stated that he had 
advised his client to refuse to give up posses- 
sion of the bank to the Jennings Trust Com-

In response to further questions, Johnson 
said that there were in the bank about $50,000 
in bills receivable, $50,000 in mortgage notes 
and other securities, and $1,000 in checks and 
$10,000 in stock of Prettyman’s Lumber Com- 
pany.

If anything, the 
assets were larger.

Counsel for the creditors made some in- 
quiries about the Wisconsin property Johnson 
had taken possession of on Saturday, and elic- 
ited the information that Mrs. Prettyman had, 
on Saturday night, delivered to the assignee a 
bill of sale of the Wisconsin property.

Koller, chief of the charity hospital here, 
while admitting that marvelous effects have 
been produced by the injection of Dr. Koch’s 
curative lymph, declares that as yet there has 
been no certain experience of the lasting na- 
ture of the cure. 

Dr. Koller says, however, that the’ lymph 
has proved indispensable in diagnosing cases 
in which there was doubt of the existence of 
tuberculosis. 


The Flood at Carlebad. 

CARLSBAD, November 25,-—-Yesterday’s flood 
had its origin in the bursting of the dam en- 
closing Tepel pond. When the dam gave way, 
a volume of water ten feet deep poured 
through the Alte and Neue Weise, Marienbader 
strect, Market place and Sprudelgasse. The 
gas and water works were completely ruined. 
The flood continued four hours, when the 
waters gradually subsided. The river Eger, 


into which the Tepel flows, is now avast lake.. 


Several corpses have been seen floating on the 


water, but it is believed there has been no loss 
of life in Carlsbad itself.

PARNELL IS STUBBORN. 


AND WILL NOT LISTEN TO GLAD- 
STONE’S ADVICE. 


THE LATTER'S LETTER TO MORLEY. 


Mr. Gladstone Advises that Mr. Parnell Re- 
tire from the Leadership of the Na- 
tionalists—A Bad Split. 


Lonpon, November 25.—Parliament reas- 
sembled today. The queen, in her speech 
opening the session, said the securities of 
European peace appear to be undiminished. 
The speech says: 

The general condition of Ireland has sensibly 
improved under the salutary Jegislation which 
you have applied to it; but l have learned, with 
deep regret, that the serious deficiency of the 
potato crop in certain parts threatens a recur- 
rence of those periods of severe distress to which 
the population of the western counties is pecu- 
liarly exposed by the industrial and economic 
conditions under which they live. I trust meas- 
ures of my goverument may mitigate the immedi- 
ate evil and diminish the probability of its return. 
It appears to me desirable for an increase of con- 
tentment and a diminution of political disturb- 
ances throughout Ireland to take meas- 
ures for augmenting the number of owners 
engaged inthe actual cultivation of land. The 
measure having this object in view will be laid 
before you. Proposals will again be submtted to 
you for remedying the difficulties which have 
arisen from the indirect incidence of the tithe rent 
charge on land in-England and Wales. A measure 
will be submitted for facilitating transactions in 
Scotiand and Ireland of the more important 
gy of private legislation affecting those coun- 

ries. 

Your attention will be invited to the expediency 
of alleviating the burdens which the law of com- 
pulsory education had within recent years imposed 
upon the poorer portion of my people. 

There are several other matters upon which 
legislation is desirable, but recent experience has 
rendered it doubtful whether the time at your 
disposal will, in your judgment, be sufficient for 
the consideration of many subjects of an im- 
portant character beyond those to which I have 
referred. 

In case time for further legislation should be 
found, I have directed the preparation of bills for 
the enactinent of a reform system of the county 
government in Ireland analogous to that put into 
operation for Great Britain; for the establishment 
of district councils; for the extension of facilities 
for purchasing small pareels of land in Great 
Britain; for amending the law in respect to com- 
pensation payable by employers in case of injury 
to persons in their employment; for consolidating 
and amending the laws relating to public health; 
for the appointment of public trustees, and for in- 
creasing the security of friendly societies and 
savings banks. 

In the discharge of the arduous duties assigned 
to you, [commend you to the guidance of Al- 
mighty God. 

After the reading of the queen’s speech, Mr. 
Balfour gave notice that he would introducé 
four bills relating to Ireland. 

Mr. Gladstone gave notice of the introduc- 
tion of a bill to remove the disability which 
prevents Catholics from occupying the offices 
of lord chancellor of England oad lord lieu 
tenant of Ireland. 

MR. PARNELL PRESENT. 

There was a full attendance in the house. 
Mr. Parnell, was present and took the seat he 
usually occupied, but soon retired to the lobby. 
When the deputy speaker read the letters an- 
nouncing the conviction of Messrs. Dillon and 
O’Brien of inciting tenants, on the Smith- 
Barry estate in Ireland to refuse to pay rent, 
Mr. Parnell reappeared and from the extreme 
end of the benches below the gong ray ushed 
his way forwé@id.to axzeat on the third.: 

Mr. Sexton sat on his right and Mr. McCarthy 
on his left and the three conversed. 
CHEERING GLADSTONE. 

Shortly after Mr. Parnell reappeared Glad- 
stone entered the house and was greeted with 
loud cheers. 

The Parnellite members did not know un- 
til after the reading of the queen’s speech at 
what time’they were to meet Mr. Parnell, 
who had not communicated with his followers 
since the sending out of a circular calling a 
meeting of the nationalist members. Al de- 
clared that if Mr. Parnell was elected to re- 
tain the leadership, he would receive the full 
support of his party. Individual nationalists, 
however, recognizing the feeling of English 
liberalsin the matter, expressed themselves 
as opposed to Mr. Parneil’s retaining the 
leadership. Noone knew what Mr. Parnell’s 
decision would be, but all declared that he 
would do the right thing. 

The liberal members were almost unani- 
mously of the conviction that Mr. Parnell 
would have to go. 

MR. PARNELL STILL LEADS. 

The nationalist meeting was held in a com- 
mittee room in the house of commons. Every 
nationalist member in town was present, and 
the room was crowded. Mr. Powers, chief 
nationalist whip, presided, with Mr. McCarthy 
on his right. Mr. Parnell was cheered as he 
entered the commiitee room and took his seat 
on the left of the chairman. 

There was a general impression beforehand 
that Mr. Parnell would be asked to preside as 
usual, but when the members bad assembled, 
Mr. McCarthy’s proposal that Mr. Powers be 
made chairman, was accepted. 

The sitting was private, but outsiders in the 
ecrridors heard constant cheering as Mr. 
Powers explained the feeling of the lrish party 
towards its leader. 

PARNELL THANKS HIS FRIENDS. 

Mr. Parnell made an address to the meeting, 
in which he thanked his followers for his re- 
election. He said it was forthe Irish mem- 
bers to decide whether he should lead them. 
If their decision had been a negative one, or 
there had been any diversity of opinion among 
them, he would cheerfully have withdrawn 
from public life. Nothing but the conviction 
that his colleagues desired to stil! utilize his 
services in their common cause induced him 
to resume the position which, under his altered 
circumstances, exposed him, and them through 
him, to the attacks of their opponents, 

GLADSTONE ADVISES PARNELL TO RESIGN. 

At the request of Mr. Gladstone, John Mor- 
ley has communicated to Mr. Parnell the fol- 
lowing letter, written on Monday: 

Dear Mr. Morley: Having arrived at a certain 
concln+ion with regard to the continuance of Mr. 
Parnell’s leadership of the Irish party, ldhave seen 
Mr. McCarthy op my arrival in town, and have in- 
quired from him whetherIam likely to receive 
trom Mr. Parnell himself any communication on 
the subject. Mr. McCarthy replied that he was 
unable to give me any information. I mentioned 
to him that in 1882, after the terrible murders in 
Phoenix park, Mr. Parnell, although totally re- 
moved irom my idea of i responsibility 
had spontaneously written an offer 
to take Chiltern Hundreds, an offer much to his 
honor, but which I moagne ig my duty to decline. 

While clinging to the hope ofa communication

MR. GLADSTONE ANNOYED. 

Liberal leaders are of the opinion that Mr. 
Gladstone’s ultimatum was an absolute neces- 
sity. Mr. Gladstone is annoyed because Mr. 
Parnell, at the meeting of his followers., did 
not mention his interview with Mr. Morley, 
and resents keenly Mr. Parnell’s disregard of 
his protest. Mr. Gladstone had previously 
intimated his intention to give no countenance 
to any amendment to the address if Mr. Par- 
nell was re-elected to the Irish leadership. 
This explains the sudden ending of tonight’s 
debate. The conservatives and unionists glee- 
fully chatted in the house over the split in the 
opposition. 

COMMENT OF LIBERAL NEWSPAPERS. 

Liberal papers throughout the country re 
gret Mr. Parnell’s decision, and in many in- 
stances comment in the strongest terms upoD 
his flouting Mr. Gladstone. 

Conservative and unionist newspapers are 
rejoicing over the split which they consider as 
disastrous te the GlJadstonian party as that of 
1886, and which they believe may possibly 
prove a fata] blow to the home rule aspirations 
of the Irish people. 

SHAKING PARNELL’S HAND. 

Among those who greeted Mr. Parnell as he 
made his was to his place in the house of com- 
mons was Jacob Bright, who rose from his 
seat as Mr. Parnell approached and shook 
hands with him. 

Mr. Balfour announced that he would rein- 
troduce the Irish land bill, Thursday next. 

MR. SMITH’S NOTICE. 

W. H. Smith, government leader, intimated 
that’ the government would take the whole 
time of the house until] the leading bills were 
read a second time. He said the government 
did not intend to appoint a commission to in- 
quire into the Emin relief expedition. The 
ministry, he added, wasin no sense responsi- 
ble for the selection of Stanley’s staff. 

Mr. Slaney moved a resolutien simply 
thanking the queen for the speech addressed 
by her majesty to parliament. 

Mr, Fulton (conservative) seconded the 
motion. 

SPEECH OF MR. GLADSTONE. 

Mr. Gladstone said the change in the form 
of an address in reply to the queen’s speech, 
appeared to proceed from the assumption that 
only a single amendment could be moved on 
the new form. 

Anxious as he was to expediate business by 
preventing a discussion of topics not men- 
tioned in the speech from the’throne, he felt 
that the difficulty of thus confining a debate 
had been greatly increased by Mr. Smith’s an- 
nouncement of the government’s inten- 
tion to take the whole time 
of the house until the government 
bills were read a segond time. Many mem- 
bers would not be willing to permit their 
former priviledges to be socurtailed. More- 


over, the government had avoided reference to 


some important matters. Was the house to 
understand that there existed nothing in the 
differences with the United States regarding 
the Behring sea that was likely to interfere 
with the continued existence of the friendliest 
relations with their kith and kin across the 
Atlantic? Ought the recent events in the 
Turkish empire—events that had made a deep 
impression upon the mind and. heart of the 
country tojbe treated with silence? 
OMISSIONS IN THE QUEBEN’S SPEECH. - 

Although ho~did not-expect to find in the 
speech from the throhe any reference to the 
painful statements that had been made regard- 
ing the Emin relief expedition, he desired to 
know whether the relations of the government 
toward the expedition had been such as to 
make it the duty of the ministry to take steps 
to ascertain what truth was in the statements 
that comprised the reputation of the Haglish 
people for humanity. 

Referring to Ireland, Mr. Gladstone said it 
was unfortunare that the government was not 
content with inserting in the speech words 
stating the improved condition of the country, 
but likewise thought it necessary to compli- 
ment themselves about the cause of the im- 
prevement, whereon members of the oppositfon 
were bound to express dissent. The list of 
measures which had been put as a postscript to 
the speech placed the government ina position 
of ro responsibility regarding them. 

They were told that the ministry had pre- 
pared a bill proposing local government for 
Ireland. Would that condoling assurance 
satisfy the country? Was the house pre- 
pared to wait indefinitely upon the con- 
venience of the government in order to learr 
how they intended todeal with the greatesi 
questions of the day? ([Criesof ‘hear, hear.”’} 

MR. SMITH’S REPLY. 

Mr. Smith, replying to Mr. Gladstone, de- 
clared that the government had the strongest 
hopes that the Behring sea negotiations would 
prove successful. He knew no reasons for 
apprehending any difiiculty in connec- 
tion with the matter. The government 
sympathized with the persecuted people 
of the Turkish empire and took what measures 
were practicable to abate their sufferings. In 
regard tothe Emin relief expedition, the gov- 
ernment had no right to institute an inquiry. 
The expedition was a pureiy voluntary under- 
taking. Regarding the distress in Ireland, 
ample measures would be taken to meet the 
trouble and care for the peopie in every dis- 
trict. 

Mr. Morley intimated that he would intro- 
duce a motion concerning the recent events ip 
Tipperary, and Mr. Smith promised that an 
opportunity would be given fora full discus- 
sion of the subject. 

GOSSIP OF THE DAY. 

It transpired that during the trial of the 

O’Shea divorce case nationalist members of 

arliament pledged themselves to support Mr. 
Parnell whatever the result of the trial might 
be, and not to consider the sentiment of Eng- 
lish liberals in the matter. 

Sir Charles Russell, in a speech at Hockney, 
said that many lrish members were sad at 
heart because of the calamity that had be- 
fallen the cause of Ireland. He believed they 
wished that Mr. Parnell should bow 
his head to the storm and recognize the 
fact that he had inflicted a serious’ wound 
upon the conscience of the people of both 
countries, and had damaged the cause for 
which he had fought so long. 

The Irish members met at 10 o’clock, as ar- 
ranged, but without Mr. Parnell, who was in 
another partof the house. Another meeting 
has been arranged for tomorrow. : 

Several liberal candidates have written let- 
ters announcing that they will withdraw from 
the field, foreseeing certain defeat. 

The Parneilites openly assert that they inean 
to stick to Mr. Parnell even oo de- 
lay home rule fifteen years by 80 doing. 

The publication of the letter caused intense 
excitement in the lobbies ofthe house of com- 
mons.

Finally a 
formal meeting of the nationalist members 
was called for at 10 o’clock tonight.

A YOUNG MAN’S FIRST CRIME. 


From The NeW Yore Stin. 

Young Bixby, who opened an office on his 
own account less than a year ago, was worried 
to a point of depression when he discovered 
that his office boy, a bright and promising 
chap, had for some time been stealing his em- 
ployer’s stamps, from which he managed to 
make a fairly good income. The boy’s dis- 
honesty had been clearly proved; in fact, he 
had confessed, and pleading his first offense 
and the griefa disclosure would be to his 
mother, had begged to be allowed another 
trial. 

It was this that worried Bixby. Should he 
give the boy another chance, and by showing 
trust in him, create or strengthen a sense of 
honor, or would punishment be more effective 
in bringing him around to his sense of duty? 

In the smoking room after dinner he told of 
his perplexity to the little group of which he 
found himselfa member. ‘Two or three were 
for giving the boy another trial on the score of 
his youth and the injury that association with 
the bad characters he wonld be thrown with 
in his place of confinement would do him. 
Carr, the brillant but cynical lawyer, emphat- 
ically advocated speedy punishment. ‘‘The 
boy is bad,’’ he said, ‘‘and mercy will only give 
himachance to commit more evil. Punish 
him instantly and severely and you make him 
& warning to others.”’ 

Then Farrington, the benevolent banker, 
spoke: ‘‘Let me tell you of one of the first ex- 

periences I had after becoming a member of 
the first business firm I joined: 

“A young clerk of great promise, and in 
whom we had somuch confidence that we 
readily entrusted large sums of money to his 
care, suddenly disappeared, and with him $800 
that he was to have deposited in the bank.

And the City Engineer Submits Designs 
The Plans Discussed — What 
Was Done. 


The Forsyth street bridge will be built. 

So the special committee appointed by the 
mayor has decided. 

But the work may not be commenced for 
several months. 

The committee con¥ened yesterday after- 
noon in the mayor’s ofjice to confer with City 
Engineer Clayton as to the plans for the 
bridge. 

Mr. Hirsch, chairman; Mr. Hutchison, Mr. 
Hulsey and Colonel L. P. Grant were present. 

So was the city engineer. 

Engineer Clayton presented but one draw- 
ing, aud it was this: 


A—Approaches to bridge, walls of masonry filled 
with earth and paved thirty feet wide. 

B—Driveways under bridge to Western and At- 

_ lantic depot, eight feet wide. 

C—Sidewalks on present grade, five feet wide. 

D—Driveway on bridge, forty feet wide. 

E—Sidewalk on bridge, ten feet wide. 

F—Sidewalk on bridge at each end, 5 feet wide. 

(t—Sidewalk under bridge, 10 feet wide. 

S—Steps to sidewalk on Rridge, 5 feet wide. 

‘‘Now,”’ said Mr. Clayton, as he presented 
the drawing, ‘‘I think that is about the best 
solution of the question I can suggest, unless 
we decide to make the bridge the full width of 
the street.’’

IS IT A SUBMERGED CITY? 


What a Diver Saw i Past Classic Civiliza- 
tion. 


From The Boston Transcript. 

In connection with the -geological examina- 
tion between Grado and Pola, some curious 
investigations have recently been carried on,re- 
garding which Dr. Vincenz Hilber reportsin the 
‘**Proceedings”’ of the Austrian Imperial Acad- 
emy of Sciences” and in the ‘‘Transactions”’ of 
the geographical society of Vienna. Accord- 
ing to these communications, local fishermen 
know of a place to the south of the 
Rovigno lighthouse where their 
nets get entangled in submarine walls 
aud bring up fragments of them. A diver 
some years ago reported having seen there, 
at the bottom of the sea, walls and streets, and 
the site is looked upon as that where the lost 
city of Cissa had stood. At the beginning of 

he present year, at the instigation of the har- 
bor captain Rovigno and Rear Admiral Hinke 
an examination of the place was made by a 
diver, who subsequently made the following 
affidavit: ‘On reaching the bottom I found 
myself upon remains of overthrown walis, af- 
ter examining which I arrived at the con- 
clusion that they had been parts of buildings. 

‘‘Being a mason by trade,I was abie to make 
out the layers of mortar. On proceeding along 
the spot, I observed continuous rows of walls 
and streets. I could not see doors and window 
openings, and, in my opinion, these were filled 
up by gravel, seaweed and other incrustations. 
But what I could observe exactly was the 
existence of a reguiar sea wall, upon which I 
proceeded for a distance of 100 feet I could 
not proceed farther, because the air-pipe and 
safety rope did not permit of it. Nor could I 
examine the wall further on account of the 
adjoining great depth of water. From my 
observations I gained the impression that 
the existing heap of ruins are tiie 
remains of buildings, and formed the opinion 
that atown had here been submerged by some 
catastrophe. With the exception of a tcose 
stone, which must haye formed part of a waii, 
I couid net bring up any other object, as the 
masonry is firmly formed, from which I could 
not bringont anything through want of tools 
and time.” 1t appears conclusive that at the 
place nained a human habitation, with houses, 
etc., has submerged.

The Negro Exodus. 

The Southern Appeal, a democratic news- 
paper of Atlanta,edited by a colored man and 
devoted to the best interests of his race, has 
an editorial on the negro exedus from the 
south, which is worthy of note, and which 
we commend to the thoughtful. considera- 
tion of persons who are interested in the so-- 
called ‘trace problem’’ in the south. 

The editor notes the fact that ‘‘there 
seems to be a deep-seated desire among the 
colored people to emigrate to Africa,’’ and 
warns them against sucha step. He calls 
attention to the fact that every) exodus of 
the negroes from the south has been fol- 
Towed by disaster, -as in the case of the 
Kansas exodus, when ‘“‘the poor, disap- 
pointed negroes beat their way back tothe 
south the best way they could, which is the 
best place for them after all.’’ 

Continuing, the editor says: 

Negroes must learn that there is no Eldorado 
nowadays. If there wasthe white man would 
have found it long age. If he, with his energy, 
weaith and progress, has not found Africa to be 
an Eldorado, why in tho name of common sense 
can we expect to go there with a dollar, and find 
& country where bread grows on trees and syrup 
tuns all over the country in rivers? Togo to or re- 
turn from Africa would doubtless cost about $300. 
flow many of these enthusiasts have that with 
which to return if they are disappointed? And 
can you 80 conceal it that it cannot be stolen from 
you? Ifnot,don’t go! If you wantto go on a 
prospecting tour, is not the United States large 
enough, without going almost clear out of the 
world, and where you can never return? 

Have you not every privilege here? Doyou not 
enjoy the blessings of liberty and equality before 
the law? Can you not save your mnoney and enjoy 
your own home and rest in peace here’? 

This is good advice, and the last para- 
graph contains some pertinent questions. 
The negroes have a perfect right to emigrate 
from the south and try their fortunes else- 
where. Dut they are toocredulous. They 
welcome every adventurer who comes along 
and paints a picture forthem.

A Blow at International Copyright. 

A heated controversy has been going on 
for some time between Ilarper & Brothers, 
the New York publishers, and Mr. Rudyard 
Kipling, the fertile youngster who has re- 
tently been firing volleys of short and long 
stories at the public. Some time ago Mr, 
Kipling charged that the Harpers had made 
an unauthorized publication of a selection of 
his stories, and he refused to receive the ten- 
pound note which the firm offered him by 
way of compensation. 

The reply of the Harpers was to the effect 
that the money sent was in payment for one 
story included in a collection of other stories 
for which they had already paid the author 
or his representatives.

He 
charges that his stories were printed in book 
form inan unauthorized edition, and that 
the work was “‘unfinished and disorderly.” 
At this point The Boston Transcript steps in 
and remarks: 

Harper & Brothers are abundantly able 
fend themselves. But as thera sd ony bel 
think that publishers shou!d carry on their busi- 
ness only tor the fun of it, and that an author 
should have 103 per centof the receipts from the 
bale of his work, it may be well to point out that 
the Harpers in this perticular case were really 
liberal. It is easy to characterize every American 
publisher who reprints a foreign work asa ‘*pi- 
rate;” but the record of the Harpers’ dealings 
with foreign author; includes so Many items of 
unsolicited and unexpected compensation paid to 
them—often of works which American competi- 
tors were pubiiahing with no compensation what- 
ever to the originators—that Mr. Kipling’s indig- 
gation and affectation of injury will go for 
aught with thinking men. 

That the Hewes ens at 
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selves, from the North American point of 
view, soto speak, nobody will. deny; but is 
the North American point.of view the cor- 
rect one? The late Mr. Billy Mason, of Il- 
linois, in his speech against international 
copyright, very cleverly formulated the 
North American idea; but the Harpers and 
The Boston Transcript are on record as Op- 
posing Mr. Billy Mason’s views. The edi- 
tors and the literary people of this country 
are fresh from the heated controversy in 
which Mr. Billy Mason took a part, and if 
that distinguished statesman was wrong in 
his views then the Harpers had no right to 
issue Mr. Kipling’s stories in book form 
without his consent, even though they were 
ready tosend him what is pleasantly termed 
the ‘‘usual honorarium.”’ 

This is the whole point of the discussion 
that has grown outof the war made on Funk 
& Wagnalls, who are also publishers of 
books. The war was so hot and the argu- 
ments of those who believe that authors have 
property rights in their books were so strong 
that Funk & Wagnalis gracefully surren- 
dered, and are now applying for member- 
ship in the copyright league. 

The Harpers, as we understand it, are in 
favor of international copyright. If this is 
true, they undoubtedly endorse the claim 
that foreign authors have property rights in 
their books. The whole scheme of interna- 
tional copyright is to recognize the rights of 
foreign authors in this country, in order that 
the rights of American authors may be rec- 
ognized in foreign countries, The pub- 
lisher who endorses the scheme of interna- 
tional copyright cannot, in good faith, ignore 
the principle that underlies it. 

In this business we do not see what advan- 
tage the Harpers can have over the most ob- 
scure publishing firm in the land. When 
they print and circulate an unauthorized 
collection of the writings of a foreign au- 
thor, simply because there is no law to re- 
strain them, they necessarily give the whole 
case of international copyright away, and 
throw morals to the winds. It is this sort of 
thing that compels American authors to ap- 
pear on crutches when they go before con- 
gress. 
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Ex-Governor James M, Smith. 
The death of Ex-Governor James M. 
Smith removes from life one of the boldest

Born in hpmble circumstances, he forced 
himself to the front by force of character 
and strength of purpose.

We observe that some of our democratic 
brethren are very much concerned over the 
efforts of Bill Chandler to steal the legisla- 
ture of New Hampshire.

Cheap Railway Fares. 

The cost of railway travel has been greatly 
reduced during recent years, but a sstill 
greater reduction may be looked for in 
future. 

Sometime ago Mr. W. D. Southworth un- 
dertook to show that under government own- 
ership the railroads could carry a passenger 
across the continent for $1 and lose no 
money. 

The statement was so startling that it was 
not seriously considered. Yet in Hungary 
under the Zone system passengers travel at 
the rate of 1-3 of a cent per mile, and for 
half that rate in parties of thirty. The Zone 
system came about in this way: Two years 
ago the Hungarian railroads, which are 
owned by the government, were not doing 
well. Fares were reduced from 40 to 80 per 
cent, and the number of passengers increased 
from 2,890,000 during the last eight months 
of the old rate to 7,790,000 for the first 
eight months of the new. The receipts in- 
creased 18 per cent, and the cost of carrying 
the passengess remained the same. As the 
system is profitable and popular it will very 
likely be adopted in other countries, 

[t is difficult to draw the line, but there is 
some reason to believe that very cheap rail- 
way travel would not be an unmixed bless- 
ing. It would tempt many to roam about 
when they ought to be at work. Instead of 
tramps on foot, tramps on wheels would 
overrun the continent. The migratory 
tendencies of our people would be increased, 
aud the constant shifting of masses of wage- 
workers would greatly complicate the labor 
situation. What is needed these days is not 
something to tempt men to travel, but some- 
thing to persuade them to stay in one spot 
aud keep at work. eee

r EX-CHANCELLOR. 
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Ex-Chancellor Lisscomb’s Faneral Yester- 
day—Tributes to His Memory-—-The 
University Students Present. 


ATHENS, Ga., November 25.—[Special.]— 
“Earth to earth ; ashes to ashes; dust to dust.”’ 

All that was mortal of ex-Chancellor An- 
drew A. Lipscomb was laid away in Oconee 
cemetery today, there to await the resurrec- 
tion morn.

Then came an escort, consisting of the old 
lifelong friends of the deceased. They were 
Messrs. F. W. Lucas, Stevens Thomas Young,

Then came the entire Lucy Cobb institute, 
consisting of over 100 young ladies, 
who came as a mark of esteem and respect for 
the memory of the departed and to shower 
around his bier the tears with which loving 
hearts would hallow his memory. He taught 
them up to the time of his death and he loved 
them dearly. 

After the institute came the students of the 
University of Georgia, headed by Chancellor 
William E. Boggs.

Tanning by Electricity. 
From The Electrician. 

M. Muntz, professor at the Institute Agrono- 
miquo, has recently published a highly favorable 
report on the Worms ani Bale process of tanning 
by electricity. Ali the hides so tanned had, says 
M. Muntz, the appearance of hides tanned by the 
ordinary process. Tests with acetic acid showed 
that the hides were thoroughly well tanned 
after a maximum of four days in the vats. 
Further chemical tests showed that the 
tannin was as well combined with the leather as 
in the ordinary method. We may mention in this 
connection thata large firmof tannersin Paris 
is sending out with every consignment of hides 
a certain proportion of electrically tanned ones, 
intimating thatany of the electrically tanned 
skins which are not found upto the mark wiil be 
immediately exchanged for some tanned by the 
ordinary process. No electrically tanned skins 
have as yet been returned.

‘“‘What portion of your antagonist’s body 
do you aim atin fighting?’ was the next 
query. 

“T endeavor,’’ said Sullivan, “‘to hit my 
man about the heart, or under the chin, or 
behind the ear. A man wears out pretty soon 
if onecan keep hammering at the heart; a 
blow under the chin or behind the ear will 
knock out & man quicker than a hundred 
blows on the cheek or any other part of the 
face.” 

“Can you remember any especial case where 
you brought these tactics into play ?”’ 

“Yes,’’ responded John L., “I remember 
one very clearly.

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A BOTTOMLESS PIT. — ae 
An Old Lime Sink’s Collapse Near Jasper’ 
Fla. 

From The Macon Telegraph. 

Mr. Harry Burns, the passenger agent of the 
Georgia Southern and Florida railroad, has 
just returned from a trip to the Land of 
Flowers. 

According to the account which he gives of 
something which happened down there just 
before he zot there, it must also be a land of 
wonders, and some very uncanny wonders, too. 

Mr. Burns says that on Jast Saturday after- 
noon some young ladies of Jasper, which is on 
the line of the Georgia Southern in Hamilton 
county, Florida, went out to visit a eave a 
mileor so from town. The cave was a small 
one, of but little length, but it was an interest- 
ing place, and was much visited by people liv- 
ing in the locality. 

It was thought to be an old lime sink, such 
as abound in many parts of Florida, and the 
floor of the cave resounded to the tread as 
-hough there were a great cavity underneath. 

The young girls noticed that lumps of earth 
would occasionally loosen themse! ves from the 
roof and wails of the cave and fall to the 
floor, but they thought nothing of it, and, 
when it began to grow dark, they left the 
cavern and started home. 

Before they had gone half a mile they heard 
a deep rumbling noise in the direction of the 
cave, but thought it was distant thunder, and 
paid no further attention to it. 

The next day (Sunday morning) the young 
ladies were much startled to learn from a visit- 
ing neighbor that the big lime sink had fallen 
in the evening before, leaving a chasm of un- 
known depth. All day they were nervous 
from thinking how narrowly they had escaped 
an appalling death. 

Mr. Burns says that the term “bottomless 
pit’”’ graphically describes the appearance of 
the Jasper lime sink, according to what was 
told him bya man who went to see it on 
Sunday. 

The man said that a hole, big enough to 
swallow a ten-room house, had fallen in, leav- 
ing walls as straight as those of a well, except 
that they slanted to one side As fardown as 
he could see, the chasm ended in darkness, but 
there was no bottom in sight. Away down 
there, in the midnight. blackness, there was 
running water, for the faint rushing, as of a 
swollen river in the distance, came up from 
the pit. 

Mr. Burns saysit is no uncommon occur- 
rence in Florida for one of these sinks to fal] 
in and swallow an acre or more of land, but he 

ever heard of one so deep as that near Jasper.

“x POT OF GOLD.” 


ASENSATION ON THE COX, HILL AND 
, THOMPSON FARM. 


The Wonderful Discovery Made By a Man 
On His Way to Sunday School—An Old In- 
dian Story Gives the Clue. 


Stone Mountarm, Ga. November 24.— 
[Special.J—There is considerable excitement, 
on the Cox, Hill & Thompson farm, situated 
a mile south of this place. 

It is all on account of the very mysterious 
finding by some unknown party or parties of 
“‘a hidden treasure,’’ or a ‘“‘pot of gold,”’ that 
from the surroundings had been buried for a 
century perhaps. 

WHAT HE DISCOVERED. 

Yesterday (Sunday) morning Mr. Joshua 
Price, living on Mr. Hamlin Hudgin’s farm, 
about three miles below here, started to town 
to attend Sunday school in company with 
two of his little boys. By coming 
through the Cox, Hill & Thompson 
place they ‘‘cut off’? a mile, and in going 
through this farm they treaded a little path that 
has been used several years by the tenants on 
the adjoining plantation in going to and from 
town, asitis much nearer than going round 
by the public rvad. 

Mr. Price says: “I was walking along 
slowly, and had just crossed the little rocky 
branch that runs through this farm, and was 
ascending the little hill un the west side of 
the branch, when I noticed rightin the edge 
of the path a big hole in the ground. I knew 
it was not there the evening before, for I had 
in going home from 
town and would have noticed it if it 
had been there. I stopped, and upon closer 
examination I saw that a pot or a vessel of 
some kind had been buried there and had 
been taken up sometime during the night. 
The pot, or whatever it was, was as big as a 
half-bushel nieasure, and as sure as you live, 
some time last night or between 4 o’clock yes- 
terday evening and 8 o’clock this morning, 
somebody has dug up a pot of gold.” 

THE HOLE IDENTIFIED. 

Mr. Price seemed so excited over the matter 
that your correspondent and Mr. Will R. Mc- 
Clelland, of the Keely Company, in Atlanta, 
went down tothe farm and to the spot as 
directed by Mr. Price. On our ar- 
rival we found the hole as_ described 
by Price, showmg beyond a doubt 
that some kind of a vessel had heen buried 
there and recently taken up. ZT 6 impression 
left by the vessel is very plain :nd is in the 
shape of a wash pot, except tha. .. shows no 
priuts of the legs of the pot. 

It shows by measurement to have been 
seventeen inches in diameter and eleven 
inches deep. 

It had been buried there so long that the 
roots of pine trees had grown over the top of 
the vessel, and had to be cutaway with an ax 
before the pot could be taken out. Mr. Price 
said it was just inthe edge of the little path 
about thirty feet from the rocky branch on the 
south side of a very steep little hill. When 
buried it was placed down below the soil and 
perhaps a foot under the red clay, for the 
water running down the fpath had made a 
guily and washed off more than a foot of soil 
and clay and had exposed the top of the pot, 
and no doubt some one in passing the place 
Saturday noticed it, made a hasty examination, 
and found that there was something valuable 
hidden there.

Darius, or “Dave” Miller, as he has been 
nicknamed by his railroad confreres, is but 
thirty-one years of age, and is a native of 
Princeton, Il]. He first went Into railroad 
vrvice in 1577, beginning in a modest way as 
stenographer in the general freight office of 
the Michigan Central railroad. From there 
he went, In 1550, to the general freight office 
of the St. Louis, Iron Mountain and Southern 
rijroad, at St. Louis, remaining there until] 
1883, when he went to Little Rock as chief 
sjerk for the general manager of the Memphis 
and Little Rock railroad In 1885 he was ap- 
pointed ge neral freight and passenger agent of 
thisroad. Ile remained with this company 
yntil 1887, when he accepted a like po3i- 
tion With the St. Louis, Arkansas and Texas 
railroad (Cotton Belt route), with headquar- 
ters at St. Louis. In 1889 he was promoted to 
the position of trattic manager of that system, 
which position he resigned to oocupy his 
present one with the Queen and Cresent. 

It was while with the Cotton Belt route that 
he made his great name and fame as a shrewd 
and successful railroad manager, and the story 
is one that will excite the deepest interest.

IN THE LAND OF FLOWERS. 


General Edwards Writes in Glowing Terms 
of His Visit to Fiorida. 


General Edwards, who is well known in At- 
lantaand Georgia, is now in Florida. He 
writes the following letter to THE CoNSTITU- 
TION that 'shows what he thinks of iis sur- 
rouudings there. Heis very flowery in his 
descripuion of that part of the state of tlowers. 


CEDAR KEY, Fla., November 2v.--Am here in 

the land of igwers, oranges, lemuns, limes, fish, 
oysters and mlorious sunshine and balmy zephyrs. 
And supposing that, perhaps, a few lines in rela- 
tion to this section might interest, atleast slightly, 
the numerous readers of your most admirable 
paper, I remit you the following: 
_ Aim visiting my sister, Mrs. Dr. Lucas, and fam- 
ily on the little island called, “Atsenie Otie,”' sep- 
arated by achannel of water from the small city 
of Cedar Keys (about one mile in width) across, 
which my nephew plies a sail ferry boat. 

On this littie spot of 109 acres is located the 
famous cedar pencil mill. The lighthouse on 
“Sea Horse” key, another small islanid,is in full 
view, abvut four miles away, on which is a revolv- 
ing, intermittent light, and the lonely watchman 
(for he has been entirely alone for many years) 
keeps his night vigils, and must close his doors 
and windows to prevent intrusion by snakes and 
raccoons in search of fresh water at his pump on 
the back veranda. ' 

Here the sun comes forth from his watery bed, 
and “ is as a bridegroom coming out of his cham- 
ber and rejoiceth as a strong man to run a race,” 
and when “he has had his hours of journeying the 
firey steeds are weary and they must rest. Lo! 
they descend the azure steps and plunge their 
burning tetlocks in the western see, while night 
in her ebon chariot follows at their heels, and the 
beautcous silvery moon 

‘Takes up the wondrous tale 
And nightly tothe listening earth 
Repeats the story of her birth.”’ 
and shines€with softer and more mellow light than 
at Atlanta. 

It seems strange why capitalists negiect to take 
hold of this little island “‘Atsenie Otie”’ and make 
it a paradise. 

Tbe ground from the gulf shore rises gradually 
for one-quarter of a mile toa height of, perhaps, 
forty or fifty feet above high tide until it reaches 
anocther channel of water at its rear. 

Only one railroad enters Cedar Keys, but con- 
centrates several others andif railroad from 
here to Gure, Fort Fanning, Trenvon, Joppa, Fort 
White and to Live Oak and Jasper (from which 
point 2 railroad now runs to Vaidosta) and there 
connect with the Georgia Southern and on to 
Macon and Atlanta, Cedar Keys would then be- 
come a great shipping point trom New Orleans, 
Mobile, South America and New York. The water 
here is of sufficient depth for large vessels and is 
amost adiairable harbor.

A PECULIAR LETTER ABOUT THE 
DAWSON KILLING. 


A Current From the Batteries of the New 
Era Association—A Warning to Proof- 
Readers. 


Here is a mysterious letter received several 
days ago by Mr. James Bickerstaff. 

Mr Bickerstaff did not know what to make 
of the letter, and so gave it to Chief Connolly. 


The letter was accompanied by a- clippin 
giving an account of the killing of Colone 
Dawson, in Columbus, a short while ago, by 
the Howards and Bickerstaff. 

It was either written by a person of doubtful 
sanity, or else conveys a meaning that can 
only be understood by those possessing the key 
to its secret meaning. 

RocHEester, November 12.—Mr. James Bicker- 
staff—Sir: Enclosed find anotice of the death of 
Colonel Dawson attributed to the Howards. A 
different statement is at once given by The New 
York banditti, who are talking across Rochester 
with electric currents and across the rooins of the 
writer, They claim the assailants went over from 
Bridgeport, Ala., and are Bonner’s men. -One 
named Thompson and the other Caldwell, both 
were present at the death, by torture, of Rev. 
Henry Ward Beecher, Their bullets were aimed 
by a powerful battery just brought to Atlanta from 
Bridgeport, where they made itin a works they 
have seized there. They shot Mr. Dawson to be 
revenged upon Sir Jonn Dawson, of Montreal, 
who caused the Canadian club to leave there by 
allowing commissions of inquiry into murder by 
electricity. Both of them are, 80 to speak, the 
children of the New York Five Points; both were 
born inthe Five Points and sent out to be reared, 
their mothers remaining to keep dens where money 
could be forced. And they are now here, the most 
degraded of the DeBerri conspiracy. That is, 
today they are gone to Middletown, where their 
daughters, also born in the Five Points, are in 
trouble about the murder of a young girl. 
They, with others, are called the 
Royal Bengal tiger family This belonged to King 
George LV, and its descendants married into the 
Simons of the Temple; in fact, were the Simons 
all the while, and came to America. Simon of the 
Temple had a girl of the court like the rest.

They decoyed the 
Rowes into their dens successfully by 
the aid of the Montespans still, who are polished 
and are allowed Let,er houses and turned out a 
child who was noticed, and taken home 
by the Carter who delivered a long box 
containing a rock, and was reared by the 
Carters and named Cronin. He was Dr. 
Cronin in later years, aithough Sir Charles Rowe 
by birth, and your friend, Mr. Dawson, was killed 
by twoof the murderers of Dr. Cronin. They 
followed and wrecked a despairing expedition to 
Ottawa near Hamilton. This notice caused them
